History of 
Diamonds Told 
by E. Stewart 


'The layman may think only the 


perfect diamond is most valuable, 
but this 
is an error," 
Edwin 


Stewart, jewler member, told Hope 
Rotary club at its luncheon meet- 
ing today noon in Hotel Barlow. 


Speaking on the history of dia- 


monds, Mr. Stewart said: 


"The value 
of this most pre- 


cious stone is detenmined not by 
the absence of Imperfections but 
by its brilliance and color. The 
factors controlling value in precious 
commodities are: Beauty, durabil- 
ity, and r.arity. A diamond has all 
these characteristics. 


"It Is pure canbon, hardest of all 


known substancse, has magnificenl 
color, and possesses remarkable 
refractory powers when properly 
cut. . 


"Diamonds 
have 
been known 


from antiquity. Th'e Book Of Exodus 
speaks of them, about the year 
1700 B.C. 


"Diamond 
mining 
was 
firsl 


known on the peninsula of India.in 
800 B.C., and for 1,200 years India 
dominated the trade. 


"In 600 A.D. stones were dis- 


covered on the islands of Borneo. 


"I n 1726 diamonds appeared in 


Brazil, which became an important 
producer. 


"Today the Union of South Africa 


(British) produces 85 to 90 per cenl 
of the world's annual supply ol 
diamonds. The South African dia- 
mond fields were discovered in 
,1866. by the Jacobs family, along 
the Orange river near Capetown. 
In 1869 the giant diamond Star of 
Hope sold for $55,000. 


"In 1871 the Kimlberley mines in 


South Africa were opened. Their 
•greatest product was a diamond 
weighing 3,024% carrats, which 
was given to the royal house of 
Great Britain. It was cut up, and 
the four main stones now are in 
the roy.al crown's collection of 
jewels. ' 


"Dominant in the development of 


the South African industry was 
Cecil John Rhodes. His rival was 
Barney Barnaio. Rhodes', born in 
1853, 
was the son of an Oxford 


clergyman. He went to South Af- 
rica, became fabulously rich, dying 
•there in 1907. But in his lifetime he 
consolidated with Barhato and laid 
the . foundation 
for the 
present 


world-wide diamond syndicate. 


"Here in Arkansas, at Murfrees- 


boro, Pike county, we have the only 
true diamond mine oh the North 
American continent, a Held which 
has produced a respectable quant- 
ity of fine stones, some for the 
jewelry trade, and some for indus- 
trial uses. But the field is not ac- 
tively developed, possibly because 
of some undercover domination by 
the great world-wide diamond syn- 
dicate which owns more productive 
properties."

Joan Berry, who has testified she

leges that Chaplin is the father of 
her child, told a federal court jury 
their intimacies took

Beverly Hills and New York city. 


Chaplin, 54, is

His attorney, Jerry Giesler, was 


headed off by government objec- 
tions whenever he attempted any 
reference yesterday to Joan's pre- 
vious sex experience, if any. As his 
final question of the day he asked 
Miss Berry if, on her return trip 
to Hollywood, she was accompanied 
to the train "by the same man 
who arranged for your rooms at 
the-Pierre^hotel" in NewYork. 


U. S. Attorney Charles H. Carr, 


fiery-haired prosecutor, had been 
leaping to his feet repeatedly dur- 
ing the cross-examination.

he bound from his chair. His ob- 
jection was sustained.by Federal 
Judge J. F. T. O'Connor, and the 
upshot of it all was that 
Miss 


Berry responded only that Chaplin 
personally did not buy her tickets 
from New York to Hollywood.

History of 
Diamonds Told 
by E. Stewart 


'The layman may think only the 


perfect diamond is most valuable, 
but this 
is an error," 
Edwin 


Stewart, jewler member, told Hope 
Rotary club at its luncheon meet- 
ing today noon in Hotel Barlow. 


Speaking on the history of dia- 


monds, Mr. Stewart said: 


"The value 
of this most pre- 


cious stone is detenmined not by 
the absence of Imperfections but 
by its brilliance and color. The 
factors controlling value in precious 
commodities are: Beauty, durabil- 
ity, and r.arity. A diamond has all 
these characteristics. 


"It Is pure canbon, hardest of all 


known substancse, has magnificenl 
color, and possesses remarkable 
refractory powers when properly 
cut. . 


"Diamonds 
have 
been known 


from antiquity. Th'e Book Of Exodus 
speaks of them, about the year 
1700 B.C. 


"Diamond 
mining 
was 
firsl 


known on the peninsula of India.in 
800 B.C., and for 1,200 years India 
dominated the trade. 


"In 600 A.D. stones were dis- 


covered on the islands of Borneo. 


"I n 1726 diamonds appeared in 


Brazil, which became an important 
producer. 


"Today the Union of South Africa 


(British) produces 85 to 90 per cenl 
of the world's annual supply ol 
diamonds. The South African dia- 
mond fields were discovered in 
,1866. by the Jacobs family, along 
the Orange river near Capetown. 
In 1869 the giant diamond Star of 
Hope sold for $55,000. 


"In 1871 the Kimlberley mines in 


South Africa were opened. Their 
•greatest product was a diamond 
weighing 3,024% carrats, which 
was given to the royal house of 
Great Britain. It was cut up, and 
the four main stones now are in 
the roy.al crown's collection of 
jewels. ' 


"Dominant in the development of 


the South African industry was 
Cecil John Rhodes. His rival was 
Barney Barnaio. Rhodes', born in 
1853, 
was the son of an Oxford 


clergyman. He went to South Af- 
rica, became fabulously rich, dying 
•there in 1907. But in his lifetime he 
consolidated with Barhato and laid 
the . foundation 
for the 
present 


world-wide diamond syndicate. 


"Here in Arkansas, at Murfrees- 


boro, Pike county, we have the only 
true diamond mine oh the North 
American continent, a Held which 
has produced a respectable quant- 
ity of fine stones, some for the 
jewelry trade, and some for indus- 
trial uses. But the field is not ac- 
tively developed, possibly because 
of some undercover domination by 
the great world-wide diamond syn- 
dicate which owns more productive 
properties."
